It appear« that the trouble« of Ooun- 
cilman Stewart and his municipal light 
plant friends will never end. No sooner 
does the N ews Review show the folly 
of the city engaging in the light bu.si- 
ness than another factor app<» ars to 
haunt and make even nu« ^ unpleasant 
the rocky rt» d these self-appointed guitr- 
dians tjf the city have betni trtwding 
through so many weary day s. 
The last obstruction is nothing morti 
than the oonstitntiou of the state, the 
principles under which Ohio and its 
people are governed. 
It do« w not show 
as valid any measnn« , sp(>cial act they 
usually call it, « mferring corporate 
power upon this one town, giving East 
Liverpool an opportunity to erect and 
operate its own light plant, and leaving 
all (rther towns and cities, or cities of 
the same grade, to operate under the old 
sy stem. 
The laws as they are Uslay do not give 
sufficient scope to include an electric 
lighting plant. 
Water and gas works 
are provided for by legislation which 
will stand any test; but there is uc^bing 
in the statutes admitting of a city 
building and operating a light plant. It 
Is true the law allows any municipality 
to contract with a private individual or 
company , but there is not a word which 
directly permits municipalities to enter 
the business. 
Whether the law permit- 
ing the construction and operation of gas 
works w'onld by analogy be applied to 
lighting plants, with « dectricity as a 
power, IS a question which the courts 
would be compelled to decide. It is opeu 
to doubts of the gravest character, and 
with the matter once bnmght out iu a 
mauuer to attract the attention of the 
men who deal in bonds, it is more than a 
possibility that East Liv« ‘rpool would 
have few bidders, even though the city 
so far forgot its own int(« rests as to de­ 
cide upon a mnnici{)al plant. 
There is still another side to the mat­ 
ter, and if it is con(’ed**d for a moment 
that there is no law allowing electric 
lighting plants, but 
a spt^cial act 
is 
iiectwsary , would it bear the test of 
scrutiny iu the courts? 
Would a law 
authorizing this city to issue bonds, buy 
land, install a plant, and op*» rate that 
plant, Uve long providisl its legality was 
questioned? It is more than proi» able 
that it would be iu contradistiuction to 
the tea.ching8 of the constitntiou. If the 
legislature should pass a general law, 
dealing with all alike, or would say that 
all municipalities of given or all grades 
should construct and operate lighting 
plants of this kind, then would the law 
stand, provided, of (Nrarwi, there be uo 
defect or error in 
its construction. 
There are mnnidiml lighting plants in 
Ohio: but it is safe to say the legality of 
their inception and existence has never 
lieen diw'ussed. else they would not Uve j 
long; this is the opinion of men 
have 
followed the subject. 
It is a new ques­ 
tion, municipal pniperty in electric 
plants, and has not y et been )» issed 
upon. 
The principle upon which the objec­ 
tion to special legislation is based is 
found in the thirteenth article of the con­ 
stitution : 
“ The general assembly shall pass no 
special 
act 
conferring 
cOTpoijfte 
powers." 
J udge BrinkerholT put the meaning of 
it when he once said: 
“ The provisions 
of the constitution are as imperative, as 
comprehensive and emphatic as if the 
people speaking through their coustitu- 
tion had said: 
‘This bane.and curse of 
our legislation, as it existed under the 
latitudinarian provisions of the constitu­ 
tion of 
is, in future, utterly and 
absdutely inrohibited. 
Henceforth the 
laws conferring corporate powers shall 


ciM act? Ask Salem. 
That place b« r- 
rowed $18ft,hOP on the strtnigth of the 
validity of a special act for the oonstruc- 
ticMi of a railroad, and the bonds w« w 
declared nncollectable. The act con­ 
ferred corporate poww, and did n<^ 
allow all cities of that class to build rail­ 
roads. 
The whole county is familiar 
with the trouble Salem has experienced. 
Iu our cas» > the bondholders might take 
the plant; but even that would be a 
question, and would East Liverpool, 
should they do this, have a municipal 
plant? 
At best the journev would la* toil­ 
some. 
With the law opjiosing it, and 
the ooustitutioii behind the law, then* is 
every reason for believing its life wonld 
be fraught with trial and somiw. But by 
that time the spite of the is'nsnial « 'tie- 
mies of J udge 8mith would have l>een 
satisfied, a new « Vrancil wonld l» e iu 
office to bear the burden ; but the same 
tax{>aveni would i« y the exp» ms« >s. 
The quiwtion, new though it Is*, has 
b»M>n car« ‘fnlly investigattMl by bsiding 
attorney s of the city , and th« ‘y arrive at 
the (vmelusion that it would lie hazard­ 
ous to attempt any movement looking to 
the erection and operaii« m of a plant.

Obstacles Are Bobbing Before 
the Friends of a City Plant. 


HO STATE TOBY AUTHORITY DIVES 


Th*, Uw Im Not Kufflri«ntljrKro«tl to Allow 
tho I’urrhMf of Ijiad ortho ('on*! run Ion 
of rn Licht Factory—Special regulation 
Would Not Stand tho Tnt, 


It appear* that the trouble* of Coun­ 
cilman Stewart and hi* municipal light 
plant friend* will never end. No aooner 
does the N ews Review show the folly 
of the city engaging in the light basi­ 
net* than another factor appears to 
haunt and make even more unpleasant 
the rocky road these self-appointed guar­ 
dians of the city have L*en treading 
through so many weary day*. 
The last, obstruction is nothing more 
than the constatation of the state, the 
principles under which Ohio and its 
people are governed. It does not show 
as valid any measure, special act they 
usually call it, conferring corporate 
power upon this one town, giving East 
Liverpool an opportunity to erect and 
operate its own light plant, aud leaving 
all other towns aud cities, or cities of 
the same grade, to operate under the old 
system. 
The laws as they are today do not give 
snfflcient scope to include an electric 
lighting plant. 
Water and gas works 
are provided for by legislation which 
will stand any test ;bnt there is nothing 
in the statutes admitting of a city 
building and operating a light plant. It 
is true the law allows any municipality 
to contract with a private individual or 
company, but there is not a word which 
directly permits municipalities to enter 
the business. 
Whether the law7 permit- 
ing the construction and operation of gas 
works would by analogy be applied to 
lighting plants, with electricity as a 
power, is a question which the courts 
would be compelled to decide. It is open 
to doubts of the gravest character, and 
with the matter once brought out in a 
manner to attract the attention of the 
men who deal in bonds, it is more than a 
possibility that East Liverpool woald 
have few bidders, even though the city 
so far forgot its own interests as to de­ 
cide upon a municipal plant. 
There is still another side to the mat­ 
ter, aud if it is conceded for a moment 
that there is no law allowing electric 
lighting plants, but a special act is 
necessary, would it bear the test of 
scrutiny in the courts? Would a law 
authorizing this city to issue bonds, buy 
land, install a plant, and operate that 
plant, live long provided its legality was 
questioned? It is more than probable 
that it would be in contradistinction to 
the teachings of the constitution. If the 
legislature should {mss a general law, 
dealing with all alike, or woald say that 
all municipalities of given or all grades 
should construct and operate lighting 
plants of this kind, then would the law 
stand, provided, of course, there be no 
defect or error in 
its construction. 
There are municipal lighting plants in 
Ohio; but it is safe to say the legality of 
their inception aud existence has never 
been discussed, else they would not live 
long; this is the opinit in of men \?ho have 
followed tho subject. 
It is a new ques­ 
tion, municipal property in electric 
plants, and has not yet been passed 
upon. 
The principle upon which the objec­ 
tion to special legislation is based is 
found in the thirteenth article of the con­ 
stitution ; 
“ The general assembly shall pass no 
special 
act 
conferring 
corporate 
powers.” 
Judge Brinkerhoff put the meaning of 
it when he once said : “The provisions 
of the constitution are as imperative, as 
comprehensive and emphatic as if the 
people speaking through their constitu­ 
tion had said : ‘This bane,and curse of 
our legislation, as it existed under the 
latitudinarian provisions of the constitu­ 
tion of 1802, is, in future, utterly and 
absolutely prohibited. 
Henceforth the 
laws conferring corporate powers shall 
be genera]; affecting or liable to affect 
the interests of the constituency of 
every individual member of the general 
assembly; and so by powerful motives 
calling his attention to the effect of 
proposed 
enactments upon his own 
immediate constituency as well as upon 
the people of other localities. This is 
the policy and intent of the provisions 
of the constitution above quoted, and 
they are as clearly apparent as if they 
had been expressed in so many words.” 
There is no denying that argument. 
It is convincing and concise, and shows 
the utter uselessness of special legisla­ 
tion, so plainly has the constitution de­ 
clared against it. 
W hat would happen if the city, in 
violation of this section of the constitu­ 
tion, should secure the passage of a spe­ 


cial act? Ask Salem. That place bor 
rowed $125,000 on the strength of the 
validity of a special act for the construe* I * 
tion of a railroad, and the bonds w-ore ( 
declared uncollectable. 
The act cml j Combined 
ferred corporate power, and did not I 
allow all cities of that class to build rail­ 
roads. The whole county is familiar 
with the trouble Salem has expertenced. 
Iu our case the bondholders might take 
the plant; bot evou that woald be a 
question, aud would East Liverpool, 
should they do this, have a municipal 
plant? 
At best the journey would Is* toil­ 
some. 
With the law opixwing it, and 
the constitntiou behind the law, there is 
every reason for believing its life would 
be fraught with trial and sorrow-. Hut by 
that time the spite of the peraonal ene­ 
mies of Judge Smith would have been 
satisfied, a new council would be iu 
office to bear the burden ; but the SMM 
taxpayers would pay the expenses. 
The question, uew though it la*, has 
Lxin carefully investigated by loading 
attorneys of the city, and they arrive at 
the conclusion that it would he hazard-
